Hot spots moist eczemas are like plague 
Southern California.

Theories 
the cause this condition range from al- 
lergies and external parasites, diet and 
everything between. few years ago, 
were taught long list remedies and told 
change the diet, find out what the diet had 
been and change it. From our experience 
feel that often the cause, causes, must 
connected with diet, because have been 
able control recurrences many chronic 
offenders. stumbled onto the use K/D 
just after the summer 1950, when noted 
that several dogs which had been chronically 
troubled with hot spots during the summer 
months the preceding years, had managed 
somehow avoid them during that summer.

Ataraxoid was the first tranquilizer-steroid 
combination made available relieve both 
the pain and anxiety associated with many 
inflammatory and allergic disorders. has 
also been valuable veterinary practice. 
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Recognizing that the occurrence rabies 
California since first recorded 1898 has 
been intimately associated with Los Angeles 
County, the Los Angeles City Council passed 
modified vaccination ordinance February 
15, 1956, which would require the vaccination 
all dogs not enclosed leash. The 
Los Angeles County Board Supervisors 
followed with ordinance May 1956, 
which required the vaccination all dogs 
prerequisite licensing. The year 1956 saw 
sixteen (16) cities within Los Angeles County 
pass similar ordinances requiring the vaccina- 
tion dogs. 


The Southern California Veterinary Medical 
Association, behalf its membership, 
agreed cooperate with the Los Angeles 
County Health Department, the Los Angeles 
City Health Department well all other 
interested groups making public rabies 
clinics available all areas cost basis. 
The SCVMA provides the necessary needles, 
syringes, tags, certificates, vaccine and the 
veterinarian donates his service all clinics. 
The pet owner charged fee $1.50 for 
two-year vaccine. 

addition making clinics available 
all those who desire this service, the Associa- 
tion recommended all its members that 
those areas where regulatory ordinances are 
effect, the maximum fee charged 
the private hospital for rabies vaccina- 
tion will $3.50. The membership has re- 
sponded almost 100% this recommendation. 

During the year 1956, there were one hun- 
dred and thirty-three (133) public clinics held 
Los Angeles County.

FLOYD WILCOX 


The veterinary profession lost one its most beloved members with the death 
Dr. Floyd Wilcox April 13, the age 64. Services were held Grace

ices, including representatives the Los Angeles City Government, the Farm Bureau, 
Chamber Commerce, the Dairy, Wool and Poultry industries, State and Federal rep- 
resentatives, Beef Industry and Cattle men, and many veterinarians. 


Dr. Wilcox was graduate George Washington University 1916, following 
which worked western New York until was appointed Veterinary Inspector with 
the Bureau Animal Industry, Dept. Agriculture and assigned the Chicago 
Stock Yards. 


During 
his service with the State, was assigned livestock disease control and also some 
milk and dairy sanitation. held titles Field Veterinarian and Senior Field Veter- 
inarian. His State service extended from October, 1917, September, 1927, when 


resigned accept position Veterinarian with the Los Angeles County Health De- 
partment. 


Following the death Doctor Wicktor October 23, 1953, was ap- 
pointed Los Angeles County Livestock Inspector the Los Angeles County Board 
Supervisors. His permanent appointment was April 27, 1954. 


During his public service Veterinary career, was active professional and other 
organizations, including the American Veterinary Medical Association; California State 
Veterinary Medical Association, which was officer for six years, concluding 
President the year 1949-50; and Southern California Veterinary Medical Association, 
which had held all offices, having served its President 1925. the present, 
was Treasurer this Association, and member the Executive Committee.

Collection and Handling Blood for Hema- 
tology. 


Venous blood collected and placed 
shell vial containing anticoagulant dry 
form. Corks should coated with paraffin 
prevent leakage blood during mixing and 
prevent blood from adhering the cork. 

Anticoagulants: Several types anticoag- 
ulants are available. Among those that prevent 
coagulation interfering with the calcium ion 
are the following: ammonium, potassium, and 
lithium oxalate, which are poisonous, and 
therefore should never used the collec- 
tion blood for use transfusion, and so- 
dium citrate which can employed for trans- 
fusion purposes. When blood intended for 
chemical determinations nitrogen potas- 
sium, the first two oxalates listed above must 
avoided but lithium oxalate may used. 
Heller and determined that about 
0.2 per cent final concentration the oxalates 
and 0.4 per cent the citrates produce the 
most favorable results from the standpoint 
anticoagulation and prevention hemolysis. 

The inorganic salts have the effect alter- 
ing the cell volume the erythrocyte that 
cell-plasma ratio varies with the type and con- 
centration the anticoagulant. Heller and 
Paul observed that ammonium salts increase 
cell volume whereas sodium, potassium, and 
lithium salts produce opposite effect. These 
investigators recommended mixing two inor- 
ganic salts having opposite actions the red 
cell order obtain balanced anticoag- 
ulant. The most widely employed anticoagu- 
lant for blood morphology studies the Hel- 
ler and Paul formula which prepared and 
used follows: 0.8 gram potassium oxalate 
and 1.2 grams ammonium oxalate are dis- 
solved 100 ml. neutral distilled water. 
One ml. per cent formalin added 
preservative when the solution kept 
stock. The liquid dispensed into vials 
the rate 0.1 ml. for each 1.0 ml. blood 
added; the anticoagulant evaporated 
cubator before use. 

Heparin natural anticoagulant pro- 
duced the mast cells the body. pre- 
vents blood coagulation interfering with

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the conversion prothrombin thrombin. 
Commercial heparin available liquid form 
and may used drawing the heparin solu- 
tion into the syringe and injecting back into 
the bottle. This leaves the syringe barrel 
moistened with heparin and the amount 
tained this manner adequate prevent 
coagulation the blood being drawn. Hepa- 
rin interferes with satisfactory staining 
blood films and therefore the blood film should 
prepared from the drop blood remaining 
the needle. This requires that the film 
prepared immediately from the drop blood 
remaining the needle tip. Goodman and 
state that heparin does not influ- 
ence results chemical analyses morpho- 
logical studies but white blood counts must 
performed within two hours because 
the tendency leukocytes agglutinate and 
disappear from heparinized blood, and fur- 
thermore they state that with heparinized 
blood erythrocyte sedimentation 
rate differs from values obtained blood 
rendered incoagulable with oxalate citrate. 
For these reasons, prefer the Heller and 
Paul anticoagulant formula for use rou- 
tine blood studies and the discussion follow 
based the routine use the oxalate 
mixture the University Veterinary Clinic. 


Obtaining the blood sample: the sheep, 
cow, and horse, from which free flow 
blood can obtained from the jugular vein, 
the blood drawn directly into the vial con- 
taining the anticoagulant. the case the 
dog and cat, when heart puncture em- 
ployed with swine, the blood collected 
clean, dry ground glass syringe. pre- 
vent hemolysis from occuring, certain pre- 
cautions must taken. The needle and syr- 
inge must dry but, use wet syringe 
unavoidable, the barrel rinsed with 
physiologic saline before the blood drawn, 
for hypotonic moisture the syringe will 
cause hemolysis red cells. The blood should 
flow freely into the syringe with minimum 
use suction pumping action the 
plunger; the needle should removed be- 
fore transferring the blood the vial, for 
forcing the blood through the needle may rup- 
ture some erythrocytes. The vial should 
tipped back and forth half dozen times 
insure rapid mixing the blood and anti- 
coagulant. Agitation blood should always 
done with gentleness, for rough handling 
may lead rupture cells.

Handling the blood: possible, blood stud- 
ies should commenced soon the blood 
drawn but there delay the blood 
should held under refrigeration. Aging has 
marked effect upon the morphology the 
leukocytes and the sedimentation rate the 
erythrocytes. For this reason, the blood film 
should made immediately, although stain- 
ing may deferred more convenient 
time; and the erythrocyte sedimentation test 
should started within hour and before 
refrigeration the sample. The erythrocyte 
and leukocyte counts, the hemoglobin deter- 
mination, and the Wintrobe hematocrit may 
delayed hours without introducing 
serious errors, providing the blood has been 
kept cold. 

When blood allowed stand, separation 
cells and plasma may take place. The rate 
settling the cells varies with animal spe- 
cies, among individuals within the species, 
and the result disease process. Cow and 
sheep bloods show very little tendency for sep- 
aration; horse blood often begins separate 
within minutes; and the settling-out the 
cells dog, cat, pig blood may rapid 
slow. Because the tendency for most 
bloods separate, necessary thor- 
oughly mix the sample each time portion 
removed for testing purposes. The vial 
should tipped back and forth with gentle 
movement the hand for about two-minute 
period.

WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE REPORT 
Synopsis of New Constitution and By-laws 


The principal project of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee for 1956-1957 was to complete the writing of a 
new Constitution and By-laws for our Association. 
In accomplishing this task, letters were sent to all 
local associations during the summer of 1956 asking 
the membership what changes they desired in the 
new writing of the Constitution and By-laws. Sug- 
gestions received were incorporated in the new ar- 
ticles whenever possible. 


general, the changes are clarifications existing 
articles, streamlining some and writing others in 
more detail. The major changes are enumerated 
below: 


(1) The word “State” is removed from the 
name of the Association. 


(2) The classes of membership are changed 
eliminating the governmental! classification. 
“Junior” membership is changed to “graduate” 
membership. Non-resident members will no 
longer have the right to vote. 


(3) In the past, membership could be termi- 
nated only for the non-payment of dues. In the 
new Constitution, Section 11 describes several 
other reasons for termination of membership. 


(4) Officers will be: President, President-elect, 
Ist, 2nd and 3rd Vice Presidents and a Treasurer. 
All are elected with the exception of the Presi- 
dent in which position the President-elect is 
automatically installed. 

(5) The Board of Governors is eliminated. 


(6) In the future, the annual meeting will not 
have to be held in June. It can take place any 
time between June and December. 


(7) The quorum is raised to 75 members. 
(8) The duties of the various officers have 
been slightly modified. 


(9) The fiscal year is changed to July 1 through 
June 30. 


(10) The method of elections: Nominations shall 
take place at the mid-winter meeting and ballots 
mailed to members within 30 days. They must be 
marked and returned within the next 30 days. 
Five tellers will then count the ballots and the 
results will be published in the California Vet- 
erinarian. 


(11) A raise in dues was necessary to meet the 
increased costs of running our Association and 
to permit expenditure of funds for public rela- 
tions, legislative work, etc. Active dues will be 
$30.00; graduate, non-resident and retired dues 
will be $7.50 which fee was based upon the cost 
of a subscription to the California Veterinarian. 


(12) Six standing committees are named, in- 
cluding a Public Relations Committee. The Leg- 
islative, Ways and Means, and Ethics Committees 
will have overlapping tenures of membership 
longer than 1 year in order to obtain continuity. 


The details of the new Constitution and By-laws 
have been studied by an attorney whose suggested 
alterations have been included in this printing. Your 
committee has spent great deal time re- 
writing and studying the version presented for your 
approval. We feel that this Constitution and By-laws 
adequately meets the present needs of our Associ- 
ation and is flexible enough to allow future changes 
and growth with a minimum of changes. We sin- 
cerely hope that it meets with the approval of all 
members of the Association.

Proposed Changes Constitution and By-Laws, CSVMA 


The Committee Ways and Means presents draft proposed revi- 
sion the Constitution and By-Laws. These will submitted for approval 
and adoption the members the Business Meeting held June 17, 
1957, the Miramar Hotel, Santa Barbara. Since you received these the 
mail, changes were made. This final draft approved the committee. 


CONSTITUTION 


The Constitution of the California Veterinary 
Medical Association shall be amended as follows: 


ARTICLE 
Name 
This Association shall be incorporated and known 
as the California Veterinary Medical Association and 
shall remain a non-profit organization in fact, here- 
inafter referred to as “‘the Association.” 


ARTICLE II 
Objectives 
The objectives of the Association shall be the ad- 
vancement of the science and art of veterinary medi- 
cine, the conservation and protection of animal 
health, including the relationship to public health, 
and betterment of the veterinary profession which, 
by frequent scientific meetings, may give opportunity 
for the interchange of knowledge. It shall cooperate 
with organizations of like purposes wherever located 
and the American Veterinary Medical Association in 
the accomplishment of these purposes. 


ARTICLE III 
Officers and Election 


The elective officers of the Association, the dele- 
gates and alternates to the House of Representatives 
of the American Veterinary Medical Association, the 
Executive Committee and their authorized number, 
duties and qualifications shall be set forth in the 
By-laws of the Association. 


ARTICLE IV 
Amendments 


All proposals for alteration and amendments to the 
Constitution shall be presented to the Executive 
Committee in writing which Committee in turn shall 
transmit such proposed amendments by mail to all 
members in good standing not less than thirty (30) 
days prior to the next regular meeting of the Associ- 
ation. 


A two-thirds majority vote of a quorum present 


at such regular meeting shall be necessary for adop- 
tion of any such proposed amendment. 


BY-LAWS 
ARTICLE 


Section 1. Types of Membership. A—Voting: 1. Ac- 
tive; 2. Graduate; 3. Retired; 4. Life. B—Non-voting: 
1. Honorary; 2. Non-resident. 


Membership in the Communist Party or any other 
organization which advocates the overthrow of the 
government by force and violence is incompatible 
with any type of membership in the Association. 


Section 2. Qualifications for Active Membership. 
(a) Any person who holds the degree Doctor 
Veterinary Medicine or an equivalent degree of vet- 
erinary medicine from a school accredited by the 
American Veterinary Medical Association, or is li- 
censed to practice veterinary medicine by the State 
of California, and whose ethical, moral, and profes- 
sional qualifications comply with this Constitution 
and By-laws is eligible to apply for election to active 
membership in the Association. 

(b) An active member shall have the right to vote 
on all propositions submitted to the membership at 
large, the right to nominate and to vote upon the 
election of officers, and the privilege of attending all 
meetings of the Association and shall be eligible for 
any office or honor within the scope of the Associ- 
ation. 

Section 3. Qualifications for Graduate Membership. 
(a) Qualifications for Graduate Membership shall be 
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the same as for Active Membership except that they 
shall be graduates who join the Association within 
one year of graduation. 


(b) Graduate Membership is automatically con- 
verted to Active Membership at the termination of 
one year following graduation. 


(c) A graduate member shall have the right to 
vote on all propositions submitted to the member- 
ship at large, the right to nominate and to vote upon 
the election of officers, and the privilege of attend- 
ing all meetings of the Association. 


Section 4. Qualifications for Retired Membership. 
(a) Any person who has been an active member 
of the Association for at least fifteen (15) years and 
who has retired from the active practice of veter- 
inary medicine, may, upon his written application 
to the Executive Committee, be elected to retired 
membership by that body subject to approval of the 
membership at large at its next regular meeting. 


(b) A retired member shall have the right to vote 
on all propositions submitted to the membership at 
large, the right to nominate and to vote upon the 
election of officers, and the privilege of attending 
all meetings of the Association, and shall be eligible 


for any office or honor within the scope of the Asso- 
ciation. 


Section 5. Qualifications for Life Membership. (a) 
The qualifications for life membership shall be the 
same as those for active membership except that life 
members shall be those who have been exempted 
from payment of dues by vote of the Association. 


(b) Proposals for life membership must re- 
ferred in writing to the Executive Committee for 
recommendation. If the recommendation of such 
committee is favorable, then the candidate so pro- 
posed can only be so elected by vote of the Associ- 
ation at the next regular meeting. 

(c) A life member shall have the right to vote on 
all propositions submitted to the membership at 
large, the right to nominate and to vote upon the 
election of officers and the privilege of attending 
all meetings of the Association and shall be eligible 
for any office or honor within the scope of the Asso- 
ciation, and shall be exempt from payment of dues. 


Section 6. Qualifications for Honorary Membership. 
(a) Any person who meets the requirements for 
honorary membership in the American Veterinary 
Medical Association may be proposed for Honorary 
Membership, provided that such proposal shall be 
made in writing, signed by at least five (5) active 
members, and referred to the Executive Committee 
for consideration and recommendation. A two-thirds 
vote of a quorum present at a regular meeting shall 
be necessary for election to Honorary Membership. 

(b) Honorary members shall be exempt from the 
payment of all dues and assessments. 


(c) Honorary members shall not have the right 
to vote or hold office, or any right or title to any 
property of the Association. They shall have the 
privilege of attending any meeting of the Association 
open to voting members. 


Section 7. Qualifications for Non-Resident Mem- 
bership. (a) Any person who holds the degree of 
Doctor of Veterinary Medicine or an equivalent 
degree of veterinary medicine from a school ac- 
credited by the American Veterinary Medical Asso- 
ciation and whose residence or practice is carried 
on entirely without the territorial limits of the State 
of California, and whose ethical, moral, and profes- 
sional qualifications comply with this Constitution 
and By-laws is eligible to apply to the Executive 
Committee for election to Non-Resident Membership 
in the Association. 


(b) Non-resident members shall not have the 
right to vote or hold office, or any right or title to 
any property of the Association. They shall have the 
privilege of attending any meeting of the Association 
open to voting members. 

Section 8. Procedure for Admission to Actiune Mem- 
bership. (a) Application for admission to active 
membership must be made on a form prescribed 
by the Executive Committee and shall be signed by 
the applicant and endorsed by two (2) voting mem- 
bers of the Association. The applicant's signature 
such application form shall constitute his ac- 
ceptance of and intention to be bound by the Articles 
of Incorporation, Constitution and By-laws of the 
Association, and the Principles of Veterinary Ethics 
of the American Veterinary Medical Association, to- 
gether with all future amendments of any such 
Articles, Constitution, By-laws or Principles of Vet- 
erinary Ethics which may duly adopted pursuant 
to the provisions thereof. 


(b) Such application form shall filed with the 
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Executive Secretary, accompanied by such dues as 


shall be prescribed by the By-laws of the Associ- 
ation. 


(c) It shall be the duty of the Executive Secretary 
to publish the names of such applicants in the Cali- 
fornia Veterinarian or, in the absence of it, he shall 
send letter each member the Executive Com- 
mittee setting forth the names of the applicants for 
membership for their consideration and report 
the next regular meeting of the Association. If no 
written objection is received by the Executive Sec- 
retary within thirty (30) days after notification, as 
provided above, the applicant shall automatically 
become a member of the Association. If a written 
objection to any applicant is received by the Execu- 
tive Secretary, the application shall then be referred 
to the Executive Committee for consideration and 
recommendation to the Association at the next regu- 
lar meeting. The applicant shall become a member 
if two-thirds of the voting members present at a 
regular meeting vote by ballot in favor of accepting 
said applicant. 


(d) If an application be rejected by vote of the 
Association, all dues submitted with the application 
shall be refunded to the applicant by the Executive 
Secretary, together with a statement that such action 


is by direction of vote of the Association meeting in 
regular session. 


(e) Active membership shall endure for life from 
the time of election unless terminated as hereinafter 
provided. 


Section 9. Standard of Qualifications. The Associ- 
ation, acting through the Executive Committee, shall 
be the sole judge of the moral, ethical and profes- 
sional qualifications requisite for admission to, or 
continuation of, any kind of membership in the As- 
sociation. 

Section 10. Members in Active Service. Every 
member of the Association who is called to active 
service within the armed forces of the United States 
may, during the period of such active service, upon 
written application to and approval by the Executive 
Committee, be retained on the membership roster 
of the Association without the payment of dues. 

Section 11. Termination of Membership. (a) Any 
member in good standing may resign by filing with 
the Executive Secretary his written resignation, 
providing all his indebtedness to the Association 
has been paid. Dues paid in advance for the re- 
maiaoder of the current year shall be considered the 
property of the Association, and no refund need be 
made. Such written resignation must be ratified by 
the Executive Committee and such ratification shall 
be presented by the Executive Committee to the As- 
sociation at the next regular meeting of the As- 
sociation. 


(b) Membership shall cease automatically if mem- 
bership dues, or any part thereof, remain unpaid 
after the expiration of the time for payment thereof 
prescribed pursuant to or by the By-laws. The names 
of such members dropped from membership shall 
be referred by the Executive Secretary to the Com- 
mittee on Membership and AVMA Affairs for in- 
vestigation and possible reinstatement. 


(c) Any member whose license to practice veter- 
inary medicine and surgery in the State of Califor- 
nia is revoked, shall, upon receipt of written evi- 
dence by the Executive Secretary from the State 
Board of Veterinary Examiners that such revocation 
has become final, thereupon automatically ceases to 
be a member. 


(d) Any member whose license practice has 
been suspended or who has been duly adjudged 
guilty by the Executive Committee of misconduct 
as a veterinarian, or of any act in violation of any 
of the provisions of the Articles of Incorporation, 
Constitution or By-laws of the Association, or the 
principles of veterinary ethics promulgated by the 
Association or the AVMA, shall be subject to ad- 
monishment, censure, suspension, or expulsion from 
the Association as directed by the Executive Com- 
mittee. 


(e) The procedure with respect to disciplinary 
action such as admonishment, censure, suspension 
or expulsion of any member shall be that provided 
in the Constitution and By-laws of the AVMA. All 
present provisions of the Constitution and By-laws 
of the AVMA, and all amendments hereafter made 
thereto relating to disciplinary procedure are hereby 
adopted and made a part of this Constitution as 
though herein set forth in full. The Executive Com- 
mittee shall be considered as constituting a “Board 
of Directors” as named in the various sections on 
disciplinary procedure of the AVMA. 


Section 12. Memberships and Rights Thereof Not 


Transferable. Neither membership in the Associ- 
ation, nor any certificate evidencing the same, nor 
the interest of any member in the Association, or 
any of the assets thereof, shall (a) be subject to 
execution, or become or be an asset of the estate 
of any deceased member, or of any member who 
may become insolvent or bankrupt; (b) descend to, 
or vest in the heirs, legatees or devisees of any 
member; or (c) be transferable or assignable in 
any form, either by the voluntary act of any mem- 
ber, or by operation of law. In the event of death, 
insolvency or bankruptcy of any member or of any 
such attempted transfer or assignment of member- 
ship or of any interest of any member in the Associ- 
ation or any of the assets thereof, whether by the 
voluntary act of the member or otherwise, such 
membership and all interest of any such member 
in the Association and all assets thereof, shall auto- 
matically be cancelled, revoked and terminated. 


ARTICLE II 
Meetings 


Section The annual meeting shall held be- 
tween June 1 and December 31 of any calendar year, 
at such time and place as decided upon by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, or by vote of the Association; 
such selection to be made at least one year in ad- 
vance. Other regular meetings of the Association may 
be held at such time and places as may be decided 
upon by the Executive Committee, or by vote of the 
Association. 

Section 2. (a) Special meetings shall be called by 
the President upon written request of seventy-five 
(75) voting members in good standing specifying the 
particular object of such meeting. 

(b) The President, if he deems it necessary, may 
call special meetings. All members in good standing 
shall be given not less than fifteen (15) days written 
notice of all special meetings, which notice shall 
specify the particular object of such meeting. 


ARTICLE III 
Quorum 


Seventy-five (75) voting members in good standing 
as determined by the current roster of the Associa- 
tion, shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business of the Association. 


ARTICLE 
Officers 


Section 1. The elective officers of the Association 
shall be a President, President-Elect, First Vice- 
President, Second Vice-President, Third Vice-Presi- 
dent and Treasurer. The President-Elect shall be 
installed as President at the termination of the 
annual meeting next following the one at which he 
was elected. Each elective officer shall hold office 
for one year following his installation at the annual 
meeting, or until his successor has been installed. 

Section 2. The elective officers and the immediate 
oo president shall constitute the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Section 3. A delegate and an alternate to the House 
of Representatives of the American Veterinary 
Medical Association shall be elected in conformity 
with the provisions of the Constitution and By-laws 
of the American Veterinary Medical Association. 

Section 4. There shall be an Executive Secretary 
employed by the Executive Committee or elected 
by the Association. In either event, he shall have no 
voting power in the Executive Committee. 

Section 5. The elective officers shall be known as 
the corporate officials of the Association, and shall 
be charged with the duty of complying with the 
United States and California Laws governing corpo- 


rations. 
ARTICLE 
Duties of the President 


Section shall the duty the President 
preside at all meetings and preserve order and de- 
corum. 

Section 2. The President shall appoint a sergeant 
at arms, committees as authorized in Article XV of 
the By-laws, and such other committees as may be 
necessary. 

Section 3. The President shall make the necessary 
appointments to fill any vacancies occurring among 
the non-elective officers, the Executive Secretary, 
and the Treasurer. Such appointments must have 
the approval of the Executive Committee at the next 
regular meeting the Association. 

Section 4. The President shall be the Chairman of 
the Executive Committee. 

Section 5. The President shall call special meet- 
ings of the Executive Committee whenever he may 
deem it necessary, and shall also call such special 
meetings upon written request of four (4) members 
of the Executive Committee. 


Section 6. The President shall instruct the Execu- 
tive Secretary to notify by mail all members of the 
Executive Committee at least seven (7) days in ad- 
vance of the time and place for any special meeting 
of the Executive Committee. 

Section 7. The President shall be ex-officio mem- 
ber all committees. 


ARTICLE 
Duties the President-Elect 


Section shall the duty the President- 
Elect perform the duties the President case 
of the latter’s absence or inability to serve or con- 
duct the affairs of the Association. He shall other- 
wise assist the President as the President may from 
time to time determine or direct. 

Section 2. The President-Elect shall act as chair- 
man of the Committee on Ethical and Professional 
Conduct. 


ARTICLE VII 
Duties of the First Vice-President 


shall the duty the First Vice-President 
perform the duties the President and/or President- 
Elect in the event of their absence or inability to 
serve or conduct the affairs of the Association. He 
shall also be a member of the Public Relations Com- 
mittee and act as liaison officer between that com- 
mittee and the Executive Committee. 

ARTICLE VIII 
Duties the Second Vice-President 

It shall be the duty of the Second Vice-President 
to perform the duties of the President and/or 
President-Elect and First Vice-President in their 
absence or inability to serve. He shall also be chair- 
main of the Committee on Programs. 


ARTICLE 
Duties the Third Vice-President 


It shall be the duty of the Third Vice-President to 
perform the duties of the President and/or President- 
Elect, First Vice-President and Second Vice-Presi- 
dent in their absence or inability to serve. He shall 
also be the chairman of the Committee on Member- 
ship and American Veterinary Medical Association 


Affairs. 
ARTICLE 
Duties the Treasurer 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to 
put all moneys of the Association into a fund to be 
known the General Fund, legally appropri- 
ated for the payment of current expenses and for 
purposes the Executive Committee may 

irect. 

Section 2. All moneys shall be deposited in the 
bank the name the California Veterinary Medi- 
cal Association. 

Section shall the duty the Treasurer 
keep a record of all bonds, other securities and 
policies the Association and deposit such bonds, 
securities and policies in a safety deposit box of the 
Association. 

Section 4. The Treasurer shall sign all checks 
drawn on the General Fund. Said checks shall also be 
cosigned by the Executive Secretary or in the event 
of his inability, by a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee other than the Treasurer. 

Section There shall fund designated the 
Operating Fund to be disbursed by the Executive 
Secretary to pay the current running expenses of 
the Association. This fund shall be drawn from the 
General Fund. The amount of this fund shall be de- 
termined by the Executive Committee from time to 
time. 

Section The Treasurer shall bonded with 
reputable company in the amount of $10,000.00. The 
premium of such bond shall be paid by the Associ- 
ation. 

Section 7. At each annual meeting or at such other 
times as may be authorized by the Executive Com- 
mittee, the Treasurer shall render to the Association 
a detailed, written report of his receipts and dis- 
bursements or, in the event of his absence, submit a 
statement for presentation. 


ARTICLE 
Duties of the Executive Committee 

Section 1. The Executive Committee shall meet 
within seven (7) days immediately prior to all meet- 
ings the Association, and shall hold such other 
meetings as may be necessary for the proper conduct 
of the business of the Association. It shall be the 
duty each Committee member present 
such meetings. 

Section 2. Five (5) members of the Executive Com- 
mittee shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of business. 
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Section The Executive Committee shall, keep- 
ing with Article II, Section I of these By-laws, select 
a date and place for the annual meeting of the 
Association providing the date and place have not 
been selected by the Association in regular meeting. 


Section shall the duty the Executive 
Committee examine applications for membership, 
and make recommendations the Association. 


Section 5. The Executive Committee shall receive 
from the Executive Secretary, the annual meeting, 
a proposed budget covering all anticipated expendi- 
tures of the Association for the following fiscal year. 
It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to 
study, make such changes as are deemed necessary 
and approve such budget its final form. 


Section 6. (a) The Executive Committee shall func- 
tion relative to any charges or complaints filed 
against any member of the Association. 


(b) public report any such hearing(s) shall 
be divulged in any manner, direct, or indirect, by 
any member of the Executive Committee, previous 
to its report or recommendation to the Association 
in regular session. 


(c) If the Executive Committee recommends ex- 
pulsion of any member from the Association, then 
the membership of any defendant shall be declared 
void if two-thirds of the members present at a regu- 
lar session vote for such member's expulsion from 
the Association. Such vote shall be by ballot only. 


Section The Executive Committee shall provide 
for proper headquarters for the Association. 


Section 8. (a) The Executive Committee shall be 
vested with the authority to select, enter into con- 
tract, and employ the Executive Secretary. 


(b) The Executive Committee shall not enter into 
contract with an Executive Secretary for a period 
exceeding one year. 


(c) The Executive Committee shall be vested with 
the authority to discharge the Executive Secretary 
for cause. 


(d) The Executive Committee shall establish the 
salary and expenses of the Executive Secretary. 


(e) The Executive Committee shall dictate the 
policies and duties of the Executive Secretary, ex- 
cept as otherwise provided in Article XII of the 
By-laws. 

(f) The Executive Committee may, at its discre- 
tion, elect Executive Secretary pro tem from the 
Executive Committee membership who shall per- 
form the duties of the Executive Secretary in the 
event of the absence or inability of the Executive 
Secretary to conduct the affairs of his office in the 
Association. 


Section 9. The Executive Committee shall have 
complete charge of the property and all financial 
affairs of the Association, including the management 
of all its publications. 


Section 10. The Executive Committee shall have 
the accounts of all officers and employees in charge 
Association funds and/or property the Associ- 
ation, audited by a qualified accountant prior to the 
annual meeting or at such other times as it shall 
direct. The audit report shall be submitted to the 
Association at a regular meeting, after due consider- 
ation the Executive Committee. 


Section 11. The Executive Committee may, at its 
discretion, elect an Assistant Treasurer from the 
Executive Committee membership who shall per- 
form the duties of the Treasurer in the event of the 
absence or inability of the Treasurer to conduct the 
affairs of his office in the Association. 


Section 12. The Executive Committee shall report 
all of its actions deemed pertinent to the welfare of 
the Association, at the annual meeting of the Associ- 


ation. 
ARTICLE 
Duties of the Executive Secretary 
Section 1. The duties of the Executive Secretary 
shall such are delegated the Executive 
Committee of the Association, in regular meeting, and 
shall be such duties as are normally executed by 
such an office, or as specifically provided for by the 
various provisions this Article. 


Section 2. The Executive Secretary shall attend all 
meetings of the Association and the Executive Com- 
mittee and shall keep and present all minutes of their 
respective proceedings. 

Section 3. The Executive Secretary shall be cus- 
todian of all records, books, papers, and other prop- 
erties of the Association except those delegated to 
the Treasurer. All bonds and other securities and

Section 4. The Executive Secretary shall submit a 
budget for approval to the Executive Committee at 
their stated meeting, prior to the annual meeting. 


(a) The budget shall for the following fiscal 
year. 


Fiscal year shall from July through June 


(c) The budget shall contain all items necessary 
for the financial conduct the Association for the 
ensuing fiscal year. 


Section 5. The Executive Secretary shall, with the 
approval of the Executive Committee, arrange for 
necessary accommodations for holding all meetings 
of the Association. 

Section 6. The Executive Secretary shall provide 
for the registration of all members and visitors at 
all meetings. 


Section 7. The Executive Secretary shall receive 
all funds paid to the Association, promptly transfer 
such funds to the Treasurer of the Association, and 
receive from the Treasurer a receipt therefor. The 
Executive Secretary shall retain a sum provided by 
the Executive Committee as an operating fund. 


Section The Executive Secretary shall review 
and countersign all contracts, agreements, transfers, 
or other instruments to which the Association is a 
party, when so authorized by the Association or the 
Executive Committee when not in conflict with the 
Corporate laws of the State of California. 


Section 9. The Executive Secretary shall carefully 
examine, approve or reject, by direction of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, all material intended as adver- 
tising, or otherwise, in any publication or bulletin 
of the Association. He shall, with the Executive 
Committee's approval, execute written contracts re- 
lating to advertising in a form authorized by the 
Executive Committee. 

Section 10. The Executive Secretary shall employ, 
and/or dispense with, such assistance as may be 
ordered by the Executive Committee. The Executive 
Committee shall outline the scope and duties of such 
special employees. 

Section 11. The Executive Secretary shall give 
bond in such sum as may be fixed by the Executive 
Committee. The premium on such bond shall be 
paid by the Association. 


Section 12. The Executive Secretary shall, at an- 
nual meetings, or as otherwise requested by the 
Executive Committee, render a report of his activi- 
ties and the state of the Association funds in his 
hands. Such report shall be submitted to the Execu- 
tive Committee for examination prior to the business 
meeting of the Association. 

ARTICLE 
Duties of Sergeant-at-Arms 

The sergeant-at-arms shall admit only members 
in good standing to the business sessions of the Asso- 
ciation and such sessions as the Executive Committee 
may direct, the member displaying his proper 
registration badge. 

ARTICLE XIV 
Elections 

Section 1. Nominations. Nominations of elective 
officers shall take place at a regular meeting of the 
Association other than the annual meeting. 

(a) Nominees shall have the endorsement of their 
local associations. 

(b) Nominees who have endorsement of their 
local association shall have such endorsement filed 
in writing in the Executive Secretary's office not 
less than seven (7) days prior to the regular meeting 
at which nominations for officers are made. Such 
endorsed nominations must be posted by the Execu- 
tive Secretary on the bulletin board at the opening 
of registration for regular meeting. 

(c) Nominees shall have been members of the 
California Veterinary Medical Association for not 
less than five (5) years prior to nomination. 

(d) The retiring President shall not accept nom- 
ination for the office of President-Elect. 

Section Ballots. The official ballot used for elec- 
tion of officers shall be prepared by the Executive 
Secretary. 

Section 3. Procedure of Voting. (a) The Executive 
Secretary shall mail the official ballot to each quali- 
fied voter in good standing within thirty (30) days 
following nominations. 

(b) The official poll shall close at midnight sixty 
(60) days following the day nominations. Ballots 
received after this time shall not be counted. 


(c) The official polling place shall be the office of 
the Executive Secretary. 

Section Counting Ballots. (a) The President 
shall appoint five (5) official tellers whose duties it 
shall be to determine the eligibility of, and tally the 
ballots. 

(b) Ballots and tally sheets shall be kept on file for 
one (1) year from the date of tally in the office of 
the Executive Secretary. Such ballots and tally 
sheets shall be open to inspection by any qualified 
voting member. 


(c) Election results shall be published in the Cali- 
fornia Veterinarian prior to the annual meeting. 

Section Installation officers shall take place 
at the annual meeting of the Association. 


ARTICLE 
Funds and Assessments 

Section 1. Annual Assessment of Dues. (a) The 
dues for all active members shall be thirty dollars 
($30.00) per annum. 

(b) The dues for all graduate, non-resident and 
retired members shall be seven dollars and fifty cents 
($7.50) per annum. 

(c) Life and honorary members shall be exempt 
from the payment all dues. 


Section 2. Payment of Dues. (a) Annual dues shall 
be due and payable on January 1 of the year for 
which they are levied. 

(b) If the dues, or any part thereof, of a member 
remains unpaid after April 1 of any year, the mem- 
bership of such member shall cease automatically 
as of the due date of the indebtedness. 

(c) A member losing membership because of non- 
payment of dues may apply for reinstatement at any 
time and the Executive Committe may reinstate 
such member upon the payment of a delinquent fee 
of $50.00. 


Section 3. Special Assessments. The Executive 
Committee or the members, at a regular meeting or 
a special meeting called for that purpose, may in- 
itiate action to assess the members for funds, over 
and above any dues paid, for special needs and 
purposes which are approved by the membership by 
two-thirds majority the voting members present. 

Section 4. Surplus Fund. (a) There shall be estab- 
lished a fund known as the surplus fund in an 
amount of at least ten per cent (10%) of the oper- 
ating budget. 


(b) This fund shall be audited annually prior to 
the annual meeting. 

Section 5. Limit of Authority. No elective officer, 
the Executive Secretary or the Executive Committee 
of the Association shall incur any indebtedness or 
obligation in behalf of the California Veterinary 
Medical Association for any amount in excess of 
the funds in custody of the Treasurer. 

ARTICLE XVI 
Committees 
Section addition the Executive Committee 


there shall be six (6) standing committees of the 
Association, as follows: 


(a) Committee on Programs. 

(b) Public and Professional Rela- 

ions. 

(c) Committee on Membership and AVMA Affairs. 

(d) Committee on Legislation. 

(e) Committee on Ways and Means. 

(f) Committee on Ethics and Professional Conduct. 

Section 2, Additional committees may be created 
or existing committees may be discontinued by ac- 
tion of the Executive Committee subject to the ap- 
proval the Association members regular 
meeting. 

Section 3. Each standing committee shall have the 
right to appoint advisory committees, which shall 
function in an advisory capacity only. 

Section 4. The President shall appoint the members 
and designate the chairman of the various standing 
committees subject to the approval of the Executive 
Committee, with the exception of: 

(a) Committee on Programs, of which the Second 
Vice-President shall be the chairman. 

(b) Committee Membership and AVMA 
of which the Third Vice-President shall be chairman. 

Section 5. Membership of Standing Committees. 

(a) Committee on Programs. This Committee shall 
be composed of five (5) members. The Second Vice- 
President shall be Chairman. The remaining four 
members shall be appointed by the President. 


(b) Committee on Public and Professional Rela- 
tions. This Committee shall include the First Vice- 
President and the Executive Secretary who shall 
serve as secretary. The President shall appoint the 
Chairman and regulate the size of the Committee. 


(c) Committee Membership and American Vet- 
erinary Medical Association Affairs. This Committee 
shall be composed of the Third Vice-President, who 
shall Chairman, and the secretaries the local 
associations. 


(d) Committee on Legislation. This Committee 
shall be composed of six members. Each member 
shall serve for a term of three years. Two members 
shall appointed the President each year 
obtain continuity. 

(e) Committee on Ways and Means. This Commit- 
tee shall be composed of six members, and each 
member shall serve for a term of three years. Two 
members shall be appointed by the President each 
year to obtain continuity. 


(f) Committee on Ethical and Professional Con- 
duct. This Committee shall be composed of the 
President-Elect who shall be the Chairman and 
three other members. Each member shall serve for 
a term of three years. One member shall be ap- 
pointed by the President each year to obtain con- 
tinuity. 

Section 6. Duties of Standing Committees. (a) It 
shall be the duty of the Committee on Programs to 
arrange for the presentation of papers, lectures, and 
demonstrations at all meetings. It shall also be the 
duty of this committee to cooperate with other 
agencies in arranging programs for all veterinary 
conferences pertaining to the Association. 


(b) It shall be the duty of the Committee on Pub- 
lic and Professional Relations to study the relation 
of the veterinary profession to agriculture and other 
branches of science and industry, and to carry out 
educational programs beneficial to the general wel- 
fare of mankind, through the medium of scientific 
and public press, civic clubs, professional groups, 
motion pictures, radio and television. 


(c) shall the duty the Committee Mem- 
bership and American Veterinary Medical Associ- 
ation Affairs to harmoniously work with the Ameri- 
can Veterinary Medical Association, and report 
all matters of interest to the Association; to work 
with the Executive Secretary and assist him in ob- 
taining new members and reinstatement delin- 
quent members; to assist the sergeant-at-arms in the 
fulfillment of his duty. 


(d) It shall be the duty of the Committee on Leg- 
islation propose and campaign vigorously for, 
such new legislation as the committee directs and 
to defend the practice act when changes which are 
deemed potentially detrimental to the veterinary 
profession and/or livestock owners are proposed 
from outside sources. 


(e) shall the duty the Committee Ways 
and Means to recommend proposed amendments to 
the Constitution, ways and methods of raising funds, 
and making any changes deemed beneficial the 
Association. 

(f) The duties the Committee Ethical and 
Professional Conduct shall be the same as outlined 
in the Administrative By-laws of the AVMA with 
the exception that formal charges levied against 
repeated offenders shall be referred to the Executive 


Committee. 

ARTICLE XVII 

Miscellaneous 

Section 1. Amendments. All proposals for alter- 

ation and amendments to the By-laws shall be pre- 
sented to the Executive Committee in writing which 
committee in turn shall transmit such proposed 
amendments mail all members good standing 
not less than thirty (30) days prior to the next 
regular meeting the Association. two-thirds 
majority vote of a quorum present at such regular 
meeting shall be necessary for adoption of any pro- 
posed amendment. 


Section Code Ethics. The code ethics the 
Association shall the same that adopted the 
American Veterinary Medical Association. 


Section 3. Rules of Order. The current edition of 
Robert Rules of Order (when not in conflict with the 
Articles of Incorporation, Constitution and By-laws 
the Association) shall the guide for parlia- 
mentary procedure at all meetings of the Association 
and any other committees or groups within the Asso- 
ciation. 

Section 4. Official Publication. The California Vet- 
pee shall be the official publication of the As- 
sociation. 
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One the first official acts President 
Mack Scott following the June, 1956, annual 
meeting was appoint Legislative Com- 
mittee, namely, Dr. Gaylord Cooke, Chair- 
man, Dr. Roger Jessup, Dr. Stuart, and 
Dr. Ben Dean. The association was, 
always, primarily concerned with legislation 
directly affecting the veterinarians the state. 
screening bills the legislative session for 
1957, there were three which the association 
was very much concerned about—S.B. 1231, 
S.B. 1461, and S.B. 2007. 


S.B. 1231 act add Section 1901.2, 
1920 and 1921 the Health and Safety Code 
relating dogs and control rabies dogs. 
Your secretary’s office worked with the com- 
mittee for the passage this bill. passed 
the Senate and came for hearing May 
the Public Health Assembly Committee. 
the deadline for our Journal May 10, 
not have final report the final ac- 
tion the Assembly it. 


S.B. 1461 and S.B. 2007 relate the sub- 
ject Livestock Drugs and Remedies. The 
California Hay, Grain, and Feed Dealers As- 
sociation became quite concerned regarding 
the fact that according the State Pharmacy 
Board they were and had been for years 
violating the law regarding the sale dan- 
gerous drugs. This association called meeting 
all interested groups and agencies 
attempt recognize the public health and 
agricultural problem involved. 


new committee was formed our state 
association handle this matter known 
the Veterinary Supply Problem Committee. 
Dr. Scott appointed Dr. Ralph Collinson 
Chairman work alone until such time 
Dr. Scott felt more members should ap- 
pointed. 

The first meeting called the California 
Hay, Grain, and Feed Dealers Association 
was held Berkeley early August 1956,

When 
was pointed out the representatives 
these farm and livestock groups that the leg- 
islation agreed upon the meeting would 
solve the problem given opportunity 
function, they consented withhold their bill. 

line with this planning, S.B. 1506 was 
introduced; but our surprise and the 
surprise segment the farm interests, 
S.B. 1461 was suddenly introduced April 11.
